An Amerioan writer of eorao omi- 
nonoe, writing upon Now Zouland in 
1857, Bays, "tho commorco of this col- 
ony, owing to restrictive policy and 
illiberal land regulations, combined 
with a want of enterprise) among tho 
settlers, is very limited and much be- 
low its capacity." Galling as this re- 
mark was to tho colonists, and un- 
satisfactory as it appeared to tho 
membors of tho English Geographical 
Society, before whom tho paper from 
which wo havo quotod the above pas- 
sage waB read, more than ton years 
ago, tho statement could not at that 
timo bo successfully impugned. Thco„ 
retical colonists at homo aio prono to 
indulgo in illusory ideas of tho per^ 
foctions appertaining to tho Anglo- 
Colonial system of Government, with- 
out maturo consideration of tho 
subject. Outsido of tho Colonial Of- 
lico, and beyond tho radius of tho 
Geographical Society, it is astonish- 
ing 1 how little intorost Englishmen 
not immediately connected with our 
oolonies, take in their well being, and 
how (ittio'rc-arkfltrrrt^ea^^-jK.it^ 
respecting them ; whilst in tho Col- 
onial office tho principal objoct seems 
to be to carry on tho Govern mont of 
England's vast oolonies in as quiet 
and humdrum a manner aB possiblo ; 
each successive minister avoiding, so 
far as ho is able, the responsibility of 
inaugurating changes, until pressuro 
from without draws Uie reluctant at- 
tention of tho Seorotary of Stato to 
aomo abuse of long standing, or to 
some reform which must of necessity 
be attempted. Eeatrictivo policy, 
illiborality, want of entorpriso, wero 
strange sounding terms to bo appliod 
to a rising oolony; so thought tho 
friends of JSow Zealand in 1Su7. 
But tho question which wo havo to 
propound is, not worothey too.sevoro; 
not whother they applicable in that parti- 
cular instance ; but can they bo ap- 
plied to English colonies generally or 
to our own caBO particularly, at the 
presont time? That the position of 
this colony haa been tho reverse of 
satisfactory for tho lust throo years 
and longer, will not be doniod by tho 
most 8anguino or the most contontod 
individual amongst us ; who or what 
is to blame for this unsatisfactory 
state of things ? And is thoro any 
remedy 7 There aro few ills for whioh 
a panacoa cannot be found j and thoro 
have always existed in tho opinion of 
many profoesing divors polities and 
opinions amongst us, speedy and cer- 
tain cures tor the oviU that havo ke pt 
us down so longj unfartunatoly the 
remedies proposed have boon mani- 
fold rather thau universal or efl'eotual.

Interior. 

Neab Clinton, 20th July 1868. 

Editor Colonist : — A chronicle of facta 
and oveuta from tho iuterior may be in- 
teieatiug to your readers, I shall therefore 
bogin with one of tho rnoat important items 
vir, agriculture. 

The cropi are everywhere One. On Cache 
Creek harvesting is about oorauienciug; 
huge quantities of hay are being cut iu every 
available spot. It would be worth whilo for 
farmers to consider when thoir hay ia on 
high mountain ledges, insteud of cutting 
trails or making co-tly Bleigh roada, whether 
iheir purpose would not be better attained

encu of frcm fivo to six hundred yards from 
landing to landing, and slide tho buies down 
on wooden hooks, Iho way adoptod in Italy 
and Switzerland to supply towns with fire- 
wood from tho highlands. 

Tho Indians in the ueighourhood are fol- 
lowing the footsdejw. if .the whiio iuao, 
enclosing land, plaining largo crops of potas 
loos, outiing hay, &o. It is a pity that |the 
Government does not encourage those 
praiseworthy attempia at agriculture umoDg 
the natives by supplying them with ploughs, 
implements, seed, &c, for thoy nevor can be 
civilized uutil they settle down to industrious 
pursuits. 

Large tracts of good land between Caohe 
Creek und Cornwall's might bo brought into 
cultivation if tho Lands and Works Depart- 
ment would bolp tho settlers in putting 
through an irrigation canal to carry the 
water of the Bonaparte river to these eligiblo 
ppota. The work would comrrenco below 
Hat Creeok, stretching sonio ten or twelve 
miles, measuring four feet deop by six leet 
wide and would carry all tho water required 
at a cost o( from four to Gvo thousand dollars, 
than which no outlay would prove a more 
acceptable improvement nor a better paying 
investment for the roturn would bo immedi- 
ate. Ranches would bo occupied at once, 
even on tho flats of the Bonaparte, which 
through want of water now lie idle, and 
settlers would gladly either pay Government 
so much a foot for water used or repay the 
whole sum by instalments. For precedents in 
the case, we refer those interested in tho 
matter, to the colossal returns obtained by 
tho Government of ludia Irom their irriga- 
tion canals, which have been the means of 
reclaiming from the desert whole districts 
measuring thousand of miles and millions of 
r.eres. Lei our rulers see to it and earn a 
claim on our gratitude. I simply suggest 
tho crude idea, lor others to develope, who 
may be better capable of judging. 

The great ilesidorata of our (armors just 
now ure improved implements and agricultur- 
to<v*W<wv . With ihs ever chnnoeDinc 
price of grain and larm produoe genorally, 
and the bii?h rato of wages, at which even it 
is impossible at times to secure help, render 
the application of machinery a question of 
vital importance. What individually farmers 
cannot do, the cost being too heavy, collect- 
ively as an agricultural society or club, they 
might attain through p;overomoiit °'d, the 
latter however being next to hopeless to look 
for. A strong objection burs the way to our 
(armors getting machinery on their own ac- 



tum and its wants Bhould not be overlooked, 
sineo it forms the solid foundation, the rock 
up<m which tho edifice of tho body politic 
must bo built.

The 
ordinary revolutions of wnr and government 
easily dry up the BOtiroea of that wealth 
which arisoa from commerce only. That 
which arises from tho moro solid improve- 
manta ol agriculture is much moro durablo, 
and can only bo destroyed by such violent 
convulsions as happened at tbo fall of the 
Komm Empire," — McCulloch.
